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ORIGIN OF THE ASSOCIATION 

The International Reading Association was formed 
through the merger in 1955 of the International 
Council for the Improvement of Reading Instruction 
and the National Association for Remedial Teach- 
ing. >t began to function as an incorporated, non- 
profit professional organization on January 1, 1956. 

PURPOSES OF THE ASSOCIATION 

As stated in the Bylaws, the primary purposes of 
the Association are fourfold: 

1. To improve the quality of reading instruction at 
all levels by 

a. encouraging the study of the nature of the 
reading process, 

b. stimulating and promoting research dealing 
with all aspects of reading, 

c. publishing the results of pertinent and 
significant investigation and practices in 
reading, 

d. acting as a clearinghouse for information 
relating to reading, 

e encouraging the development of high quality 
teacher education programs, both preservice 
and in-service. 

2. To develop an awareness in our citizenry of the 
impact of reading by 

a. encouraging the development of worthwhile 
reading tastes and permanent interests in 
reading, 

b. promoting the formation of lifetime habits 
of reading, 

c. developing an appreciation of the value of 
reading in a democratic society. 

3 To sponsor conferences and meetings planned 
to implement the purposes of the Association. 

4. To promote the development among all peoples 
of a level of reading proficiency that is commen- 
surate with each individual’s unique capacity. 

COUNCILS AND AFFILIATES 

Over 586 councils actively interested in the teach- 
ing of reading are affiliated with the Association. 
According to the Bylaws of the International Read- 
ing Association, a local council may be formed by 
ten or more active members in any locality in which 
no local council is operative. A state, provincial, 
regional council or a national affiliate whose func- 
tion is to further the purpose of the Association in 
a larger geographic area may be formed. 

A Special Interest Council may be formed by ten or 
more active members of the Association who are 
particularly interested in some aspect of reading. 
For further information about the formation of a 
council or an affiliate, address the Executive 
Secretary-T rea surer. 
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
